Infectious  Disease. 

Pneumonia.  41  Cases  notified.  This  was  present  throughout  the  year.  No  cases  were 
removed  to  Hospital. 


Encephalitis  Lethargica.  3  Cases  notified.  1  death.  This  disease  occurred  in 
January  affecting  one  child  of  school  age  which  has  recovered,  and  two  adults,  one  a  married 
woman  who  died,  and  one  male  adult,  a  gardener,  who  is  still  on  the  books. 

Scarlet  Fever.  17  Cases  notified.  No  deaths.  Removed  to  Hospital  14.  Nursed  at 
Home  3.  This  was  of  a  mild  type  and  was  spread  over  the  year,  on  enquiry  there  appeared 
to  be  no  contact  and  no  recurrence. 


Diphtheria.  8  Cases  notified,  all  removed  to  Hospital,  no  deaths.  These  cases  were  very 
mild,  the  cases  occuring  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.

Water. — 

Principal  Supply.  A  constant  supply  of  good  water  is  obtained  from  three  boreholes 
300  feet  deep,  in  the  Red  Sandstone  on  Delamere  Forest. 


Secondary  Supply.  Is  obtained  from  the  Old  Works,  situate  at  Kinderton,  near 
Middlewich,  used  solely  for  standby  purposes. 

Supply.  Water  is  supplied  to  almost  every  house  in  the  area,  only  three  isolated  houses  a 
long  distance  from  mains,  all  of  which  have  good  wells. 

There  are  only  three  blocks,  totalling  16  houses,  supplied  by  stand  pipes,  all  other  houses 
have  water  laid  in  to  the  houses. 

Water  is  supplied  to  a  number  of  Parishes  in  the  Northwich  and  Congleton  Rural  Areas. 


Drainage  and  Sewage. — 

Sewage  Works.  Sewage  is  treated  by  means  of  Septic  Tanks  and  continuous  Filtration. 
No  additions  have  been  made  to  the  works,  which  appear  to  be  working  satisfactory,  no  complaints 
haAe  been  received  during  1925. 


Drains  and  Sewers.  With  the  exception  of  6  houses  on  the  Sproston  road,  and  0 

other  houses  at  great  distance  from  Sewers,  all  the  houses  are  connected  to  the  Public  Sewers. 

The  crossing  of  the  Railway  prevents  the  Sproston  road  being  connected. 

All  Drains  and  Sewers  appear  to  be  working  satisfactory. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

There  were  in  use  on  December  31st,  1925  : 

575  Houses  using  681  Water  Closets. 

391  ,,  ,,  393  Pail  Closets. 

231  .,  .,  Privy  Closets. 

Of  the  above  houses  20  houses  have  a  Water  Closet  inside  the  house  and  a  Pail  Closet  or 
Privy  Closet  outside. 

There  are  no  houses  using  Privy  Middens,  or  any  other  system  of  mixing  Night-soil  and 
Household  refuse. 

Conversions.  The  Council  have  laid  down  a  definite  policy  of  clearing  both  Pail  and  Privy 
Closets,  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  of  1875  and  1907.  69  Pail  Closets  and  36  Privy  Closets  were 

converted  to  105  Water  Closets  during  the  year.

The  Nightsoil  is  disposed  of  to  the  Market  Gardeners  and  Farmers 
for  treatment  on  the  land. 

Pail  Closets  are  cleared  weekly.

Ashes  Removal.  Household  Refuse  is  deposited  in  tips  well  away  from  houses.
